and in fact General Prosperity will! 
be in the saddle, and everybody will J 
be in a happy frame of mind.

with everybody 
feeling 
th a t way! 
a b o u t this important subject, what 
they 
predict /is almost 
certain to 
h appen, for while there a r e other 
conditions mixed up with prosperity, 
the m in d of the people has much to 
do w ith it, and if everybody is men­ 
tally certain that prosperity is near 
at 
hand, 
prosperity 
is 
almost 
c ertain 
to arrive.

tainty so very near at 
hand, jus: 
beyond the threshold of 1915, why 
not today?

Some weeks ago a whole page

to an advertisement that had for its 
f purpose the restoration of confidence!

in Chicago.

page w en t on to say that there was J 
no re a l need for timidity and no 
real reason why people should not 
feel t h a t general business conditions 
were j u s t about the same as in for­ 
mer y ears; that all that was need­ 
ed to bring this feeling into an act­ 
uality was for everybody to go about 
their business in the n o rm a l way, 
spending Hie usual amounts for liv­ 
ing expenses, making tile usual gifts 
for t h e Holiday season, an d in fact, 
following the even tenor of tile way 
pursued in former years. 
Tile effect would be, th e writer 
said, to release money which people 
were hoarding away 
for the 
fear 
that h a r d e r times were coming. The

Mr. Hoover spoke of the organi­ 
zation and work of the commission 
and the plight of the Belgian peo­ 
ple which called L into being, lie 
said that close harmony existed be­ 
tween the commission and the nat­ 
ional com m ittee in Belgius. In de­ 
scribing the w'ork of the latter body 
Mr. Hoover said- 
"Its patron protectorate and most 
ardent spirit is the American Min­ 
ister Brand Whitlock for whom the 
Belgian people cherish a justifiable 
and undying affection." 
Mr. Hoover describes the finan­ 
cial plan m apped out by the com­ 
mistion under which every cent col­ 
lected in America is expended for 
the actual purchase of food without 
any deductions for the cost of de­ 
livery and distribution.

statement in view of the discussion 
which is now raging around these 
points. 
Tho first thing I wish to

except the B ritish navy and

therefore 
the m oral fresponsibllity 
for the salvation of tills population 
rests with the allies. 
It is stated 
furthermore thfatt the 
people 
of 
Belgium by theii hostility seriously 
hampered 
the Germ an plans, 
th a t 
their continued 
hostility 
requires 
considerable forces 
of 
occupation 
and that 
the Belgians refuse 
to 
operate tile public services of their 
foaintry therefore compelling 
the 
Germans to carry on these services 
with soldiers. 
“ For this reason it Is argued the 
civil population is still assisting the

these bonetta th ey are morally ob­ 
ligated to support 
the population. 
Furthermore it is said that while 
the German food supply is adequate
